














“And when the day of Pentecost was | 
fully come they were all with one ac- 
cord in one place.”” Acts 2:1. 
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“By Whose [Jesus] Stripes Ye Were Healed.” 1 Peter 2:24. 
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There are a number of good 
people who believe God is able 


to heal their bodies in answer to. 


prayer who do not see healing in 
the atonement the same as the 
forgiveness of sins. 

It is not our purpose to give a 
lengthy discussion of this sub- 
ject at this time, but to make a 
few statements and give some 
Scriptures bearing on the sub- 
ject for the consideration of 
those who may be interested, 
with a desire to encourage the 
faith of all who may read the 
‘*‘Evangel.” 

In the 108rd Psalm and the 
second and third verses we read, 
‘‘Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits: Who 
forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
whe healeth al] thy diseases.’’ 
The Psalmist indicates here that 
although we might forget some 
of the Lord’s benefits to us, we 
should not forget these; that God 
forgives sins and hea!s our bod- 
ies. The human race have for- 
gotten these two benefits largely, 
and even many professed christ- 
ians have forgotten both, yet 


more, probably, have forgotten 
the !atter than the former. The 
reason why people are so forget- 
ful of things pertaining to their 
own interests is not to be dis- 
cussed, but the fact remains just 
the same. The Bible ‘is, or cvuld 
be, in every home in America. 
and yet people are so occupied 
with the things of this world 
that they are unmindful of the 
good things in their Bibles that 
ought to be remembered for the 
good of themselves. 

In the atonement chapter, Isa- 
iah-53, the prophet did not speak 
only of salvation for the soul, 
but healing for the bodies as 
well. Verses 4 and 5 should be 
read and studied carefully. 
‘‘Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we 
did esteem him stricken, smitten 
of Godandafflicted. But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his 
stripes (bruise—margin) we are 
healed.’’ This same Scripture is 
mentioned in Math. 8:16, 17. 


that were possessed with devils; 
and he cast out the spirits with 
his word, and healed all that 
were sick: That it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by Esa- 
ias (Isaiah) the prophet, saying, 
Himself took our infirmities, and 
bare our sicknesses.”’ 

There are many good people 
to-day who believe God has power 
to heal, and will and does heal in 
answer to prayer, that never 
think of healing being provided 
for us in the atonement the same 
as salvation for our souls: When 
people see this fully it will no 
doubt inspire more faith for heal- 
ing. Indeed there is no other 
way provided in the Bible for 
salvation except by and through 
Jesus Christ. I will add here 
that there is no other plan given 
between the lids of the Rible for 
the healing of our bodies except 
through Jesus. For years, yea 
and ages, christian people have 
been using other means for heal- 
ing contrary to the Bible teach- 
ing. Many of these same people 
would not think of any other 
way for salvation for the soul 
except through Jesus, and would 
say, ‘‘to climb up any other way 
would make them thieves and 
robbers,’’ and yet when it came 
to healing they never thought of 
making themselves of the same 
class by resorting to physicians 
and medicine. The true light 
has once more commenced to 


shine brilliantly on earth. The 
last message is going forth. « In 
the ‘‘evening time it shall be 
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light.’’ The time is now at hand 
- when all christians will really 
take up.their cross and follow 
Jesus. Ina very short time peo- 
ple will not be considered christ- 
ians, even by the world, who re- 
sort to medical aid in time of 
sickness. There are many pre- 
cious people to-day whose faith 
is not up to that point yet, but 
the light is spreading so rapidly 
and so many are being healed, 
that many who are not quite up 
yet in their faith will, ere long, 
lay hold of. the better way, and 
. feel they are transgressors of 

God’s laws and enemies of the 
eross ot Christ (Phil. 3:18) if 
they appeal for help in any other 
way than that which the Bible 
recommends. 

In His last message to His dis- 
ciples Jesus gave as one of the 
signs that would follow the be- 
liever that ‘‘they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover.’’ Besides this, James 
gives us explicit directions as to 
what we should do when we get 
sick. ‘“‘Is any sick among you? 
let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over 
him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord. And the 
prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up.”” James 5:14. Thereis 
no other plan given in the Bible 
for healing except through Christ 
by the wonder-working power of 
God. Some say they believe in 
asking God to bless the means or 
remedies, but beloved, the Bible 
does not give us such directions. 
People have a gocd many opin- 
ions and practices that are con- 
trary to the teaching of Scrip- 
tures. The time has come now 
for christians to conform com- 
pletely to the Bible teachirg. 
We can’t plead ignorance any 
longer. Light and knowledge are 
increasing rapidly as the last 
message is going forth. The 
Ho!y Ghost is our great teacher. 
Many who a year ago could take 
medicine feel condemned now as 
svon as the medicine is applied 


or taken inwardly. The Holy 
Ghost is constantly testifying of 
Jesus as Savior and healer and 
coming King. Homes are being 
revolutionized. Customs among 
christians are changing. The 
Holy Ghost is at the head and 
directing these changes. Heis 
seeking those who will honor 
their Lord and obey Him in ev- 
erything. He is seeking for a 
bride for Jesus. When she is 
fully prepared and has made her- 
self ready and the Lord descends 
in the air, she, with others, will 
rise to meet Him, but evidently 
none will go who are still hold- 
ing on to medicines and reme- 
dies. 

The atonement is complete, 
then why. not get the complete 
benefits from it? Why not take 
the money you have been spend- 
ing for mediicine and physicians 
and put into the Lord’s work? 
Healing, by the power of God, 
has been advocated by a few for 
years, but it is now time for the 
masses of believers in Christ to 
adopt this standard. Jesus said, 
“‘Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth is come, he will guide you 
into all truth: _..... He shall glo- 
rify me: for he shall receive of 
mine, and shall show it unto 
you.”’ John 16:13, 14. Healing 
is a part of the truth, and He 
will eventually guideall who love 
Jesus into this truth, and this 
will glorify Jesus. In one of his 
discourses soon after Pentecost, 
Peter said God was glorifying 
His Son Jesus in the healing of 
the lame man. Acts 3:13. When 
we are healed by the power of 
God we glorify Jesus, but other- 
wise we rather bring a reproach 
on His name because of our 
faithlessness. Claiming to be 
christians (Christ-like), and then 
resort to other sources for heal- 
ing instead of in the atonement 
Christ made forus. But I wish 
to repeat, the time is at hand 
when all Christians will apply 
the Bible remedy for sickness 
rather than resort to man’s rem- 
edies. The outlook is glorious. 


Wonderful advancements have 
been made in this direction in 
the last four years, since the fall- 
ing of the “‘latter rain.’’ The 
advance will no doubt be more 
rapid inthe next four years if 
the Lord tarries. To accept 
Christ in these days means to 
take Him for all He is, viz., Sav- 
iour, sanctifier, baptizer with the 
Holy Ghost, healer and coming 
King. He was manifest to de- 
stroy the works of the devil. 
John 3:8. “If ye abide in me, 
and my words abide in you, ye 
shall ask what ye will, and it 
shall be done unto you.’’ John 
15:7. What better promise could 
we ask for than this? Glory! 
Look up, dear sick one, Jesus is 
your friend. He will come and 
heal you if you will ask Him. 
Glory! Hallelujah!: PRAISE 
HIS NAME.

baptism in the Spirit. Many have 
come forward with different things, 
such as feeling more blest, and having 
more liberty in preaching the Word, 
after some particular experience, while 
others declare that love is the one and 
only evidence that the Spirit has fallen 
ona person as at Pentecost. But -I 
will ask the question, “Will these 
things stand the test of the Scrip- 
tures?’’ and must answer decidedly 
**No.” 

Now, there is a great deal of misun- 
derstanding as to what is meant by the 
“*Bible Evidence’ of the baptism in 
the Hols Ghost. Let me explain that 
it is not intended to mean a permanent 
or continuous evidence that one has the 
Holy Spirit, but only to evidence the 
fact that the Spirit has come in at the 
time He comes in. In other words, 
there is a definite and unmistakable 
evidence given to every person, at the 
time the blessed Holy Spirit comes in- 
to His temple, which is our body. So 
that no one need bein darkness or 
doubt as to whether he has received 
the Holy Spirit or not; and this being 
the case, the thing for us todo is to go 
down before God and ask Him to bap- 
tize us in the Holy Spirit according to 
the Scriptures, and when we really re- 
ceived Him, He will give us the real 
evidence. Then as we walk in Him, it 
will be heaven on earth; and we can 
declare His works with a boldness and 
confidence that no one can do who is 
in any doubt as to his experience, as so 
many are. In fact, I am meeting 
many who think they surely have the 
Holy Spirit, but cannot tell when or 
how they received Him, and of course 

















cannot bear definite testimony to an 
indefinite experience: but how different 
it is with those who have received Him 
in a Scriptural way, and also the Bible 
evidence. They know when; and how; 
and they know that he still dwells 
within; and His presence fills them 
with unutterable joy. 

Now, to answer the question, ‘‘What 
is the bible evidence of the baptism in 
the Holy Spirit?’’ I stand with those 


“whom God has used as instruments in 


the hands of. the Holy Spirit to bring 
this movement into existence, and de- 
clare positively that the speaking in 
other tongues, as the Spirit gives ut- 
terance, is the evidence that the Holy 
Spirit in person has come within a 
person to dweil; and this after careful 
observation of the work and study of 
the scriptures beforeI received the 
Holy Ghost myself; and after twenty- 
one months in the experience, and 
after hearing and reading much that 
has been said and written on the sub- 
ject, having been especially careful to 
hear and read all I could that was 
against the movement, and especially 
against this pivotal truth, and will now 
set forthsome of the reasons why I 
believe the speaking in tongues to be 
the evidence of the baptism in the 
Holy Ghost. 

My first reason is that it is Scrip- 
tural, and I have been astonished in 
reading articles against this point that 
none of the writers have attempted to 
convince their readers from the Scrip- 
tures that it is uncriptural. And in 
conversation with them, not one of 
them has quoted Scripture to establish 
their position; have pointed to Wesley 
and Moody and Spurgeon and other 
great and good men, whose piety none 
of us doubt, and whom I admire ag 
much as these opponents of the Holy 
Spirit’s work do. But still they: are 
not our authority, and much of their 
experience is unknown to us. In other 
words, I do not know whether they 
spake in tongues or not, but I do know 
whether they or others did or do, that 
it is Scriptural; and as the Bible is my 
authori y, itis fruitless to attempt to 
convince me, because any man or men 
did not have a certain experience, it is 
not Scriptural. I must be convinced 
by the Scriptures themselves; and as I 
read the Scripture, I find this was 
what followed when people rec:ived 
the Holy Ghost. 

It is just like Satan to especially op- 
pose every work of the Holy Spirit, 
and at this time, when there is such a 
deep need of a deeper spiritual life 
among the people of God, which can 
only be met by the incoming and in- 
dwelling of the Holy Ghost, what more 
natural than that he should oppose, 
with all his diabolical power, the one 


elearly Scriptural way of receiving the 
Holy Ghost. And what better method 
could he adopt to do away with tne un- 
mistakable sign, which God has given, 
that we may know when the work is 
finished? Why -should Satan not be 
willing for us to substitute some other 
thing, which the Scriptures do not give 
as the evidence of the baptism? But 
of course itis not the tongues he is 
aiming his blows at, or is so aroused 
about, but itis what they stand for. 
He knows if a person gets the gift of 
the Holy Ghost according to the Scrip- 
tures he can never make them doubt it, 
nor nmfix them up, nor get them to seek 
for the Holy Ghost any more. So as 
long as oneis not definite in the matter 
one will not have much opposition from 
the devil, nor his agents. But when 
one resolves to have an experience 
that will measure up +o the Word of 
God, Satan will rage against him in 
every possible way. 

But now we come to the actual 
teachings of the Scriptures on this sub- 
ject. Jesus Himself said, Mark 16:17, 
“They shall speak with new tougues,’’ 
and this was to be a sign to unbelievers, 
Now is it not strange that the people 
of God have so long overlooked this 
definite promise of our Lord? And yet 
it is not so strange, when we think how 
few definite evidences of a personal 
Holy Ghost we have seen, and when we 
note how so-called believers oppose 
any real work of the Holy Spirit when 
He really begins His work. But God 
is moving rapidly, and soon all the 
signs and gifts and works of the Spirit 
will be seen among His true people- 

Now let us notice what happened 
when the Holy Spirit fell on the hun- 
dred and twenty on the day of Pente- 
cost. It does not say that they re- 
ceived more love, or that they had 
more liberty in preaching, or that they 
had a little better knowledge of the 
Scriptures, though we know they had 
ail this and more; but it says, ‘‘There 
appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them, and they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.’’ Notice dear reader, no 
one could ever doubt such an ex- 
perience. It was definite; it was 
literal; it was real. They waited for 
the Hol; Ghost to come upon them, 
and He came, and they knew He came, 
and those who saw and heard knew 
that He had come. Notice ‘‘They were 
filled with the Holy Ghost,”’ and that 
is the only word that expresses it. He 
fills and thrills, and then, as if to an- 
nounce the fact that He has come in 
person, He takes vocal organs and 


speaks in other tongues, not as wewilil, .

There is said to be sixty-two Chinese 
and twelve Japanese heathen temples 
now in the U. S. Our christian(?) 
America is ‘rapidly. plunged into 
heathenisn, and but few are thoroughly 
awakened about the matter. Surely 
the time of the end of the age is at 
hand. We must hasten to preach the 
gospel of the kingdom in all the world 
for awitness. There is no time to lose. 
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but as He wills. What a differance in 
his glorious and wonderful experience 
ard what I have witnessed in some of 
our large churches, where large num- 
bers came forward for the Holy Ghost, 
and after kneeling for awhile in prayer 
were told to just take the Lord at His 
word, and claim the Holy Ghost, and 
then they would have Him when they 
needed Him. They all went away, 
and so farasI could see or hear, not 
one soul received a single thing. The 
whole thing is mockery. It is a shame 
to teach honest souls that the Holy 
Ghost is of so little consequence, that 
one would not know when He came in, 
and that we would only be conscious of 
His presence when in some special 
need, and then only know Him as an 
influence. This may satisfy some peo- 
ple, but itis not the Bible way, and 
would never satisfy me. O Brother! 
the Holy Ghost is the third person of 
the adorableTrinity! And when He 
comes into you, you will know it; and 
those around you will know it, for they 
will hear you speak in tongues. God 
did not baptize the Apostles and others 
at Pentecost in such a wonderful way, 
and then arrange another. way to bap- 
tize you, Why should He give them 
this wonderful experience, and- speak 
through them in tongues, and then give 
you some indeffnite experience, that 
Neither you nor any one else would 
really know you had. Where in the 
Scripture is the account of an experi- 
ence like what you claim and call the 
baptism? 

Now, in Acts 8, we have another ac- 
count of the Holy Spirit’s falling ona 
company of believers in the city of Sa- 
maria. Those who oppose the tongue’s 
evidence sometimes point to the fact 
that the Scriptures do not say, in so 
many words, that they spake in tongues 
when the Spirit fell on them; but it 
does say that when Simon saw that 
through the laying on of tne Apostles’ 
hands the Holy Spirit was given, he 
offerea them money, saying ‘‘Give me 
this power, that on whomsoever I lay 
my hands he may receive the Holy 
Spirit.’’ Now readers, I will admit 
that the Scriptures do not say they 





. spake in tongues, but we know there 


was something happened that was very 
evident, or Simon, who was a shrewd 
sorcerer, would not have offered his 
money to have power given him to im- 
part the Holy Ghost in like manner. If 
you take the stand that they did rot 
speak in tongues, as I believe they did, 
what do you suppose happened to 
them? So far as I know, all the com- 
mentators are agreed that they spake 
im tengues, and even the encyclopedias 
state that they probably spoke in 
tongues. At any rate, there was

something veay definite happened, and 
1 would to God that all who claim to 
receive the Holy Ghost in these days, 
received something that one like Simon 
conld see, and would be willing to buy 
power to impart something like it. 
Dear reader, what bappened to you 
and the members of your church that 
would have attracted the attention of 
this sorcerer? 

We wi!l now take up and consider 
the manner in which the Holy Ghost 
was given at the house of Cornelius. 
Acts 10:44-48, ‘‘While Peter yet spake 
these words the Holy Ghost fell on all 
those that heard the Word.” Now fol- 
lows something that is very strong 
and convincing, and leads me to be- 
lieve that those who were with Peter 
believed the tongues to be the evi- 
dence. Notice what the Word says 
here, ‘‘And they of the circumcision 
that believed were amazed, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles, also, was poured out the Holy 
Ghost.’’ Now let us note what fol- 
lows. It does not say, because they 
had more love, or that they had more 
liberty in testimony, preaching or 
prayer. They could not have known 
this at the time; but notice, there was 
a sign whereby they knew beyond a 
doubt that the Holy Ghost had fallen 
upon those Gentiles, and the forty- 
sixth verse tells us how they knew. 
“For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and gmagnify God.’’ Now, 
Peter understood this, also, to be the 
evidence, and immediately stops his 
discourse, and proceeds to baptize 
them, saying, ‘‘Who can forbid water 
that these should not be baptized. who 
have received the Holy Ghost as well 
as we?’’ Now this is the way the Lord 
baptized people in the early days, as 
this was only about eight years after 
Pentecost. Will some one tell me 
where in the Scripture He tells us of 
any other way that He has provided 
for us to receive the Holy Ghost? And 
unless we find another way clearly de- 
fined, let us not be satisfied till He has 
baptized us in this way. 

We will now notice how the Ephe- 
received the Holy Spirit, as recorded 
in Acts 19:4-6. Apollos had instructed 
them carefully in the things concern- 
ing Jesus, but when Paul comes down 
he says unto them, ‘‘Have you received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” 
and, when he learned that they had not 
he did not tell them to just claim the 
Holy Ghost and go on, and that they 
would have Him when, they needed 
Him. But finding they did not under- 
stand Christian baptism either, he 
baptized them into the name of the 
Lord Jesus. ‘‘And when Paul had 
laid his hands upon them the Holy 
Spirit came upon them, and they spake 
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with tongues and prophesied.’’ Read- 


er, when one receives the Holy Ghost | 


in this way he willknowit; and others 
will know it. Andagain I say, how 
different indeed this is from the 
way we see people claiming to receive 
the Holy Ghost in these days. 

Having called your attention to these 
Scriptures, which so clearly set forth 
the one way of receiving the Holy 
Ghost than can be established by the 
Word of God, I will now proceed to 
give some other reasons why I believe 
the speaking in other tongues to be the 
Bible evidence that one receives the 
Holy Ghost. It is now two years since 
the Spirit first fell on our people here. 
I had labored in Chicago for four years 
in the missions at 943 West North 
Avenue and at 328 West Sixty-third 
Street, and, at both missions stood for 
the full Gospel, and were made up of 
deeply spiritual people, I never doubted 
that most of them had the same ex- 
perience I had; and I had believed for 
years that I had the Holy Ghost. But, 
when the Spirit began to fallin Sixty- 
third Street and then in North Avenue 
Mission, to my surprise, the most 
spiritual persons were the first to be 
baptized, and speak in tongues; but I 
said to my wife, “You will see some 
get just what the rest do, that will not 
speak in tongues.’’ But, when nearly 
forty in Sixty-third Street Mission, and 
and some fifteen in North Avenue Mis- 
sion, had receivei the Holy Spirit and 
every one of them had spoken in 
tongues, it made mestop and think, 
especially as I had never doubted that 
at least two-thirds of these people had 
exactly the same experience asI had 
myself. SoI began to earnestly seek 
and eafly in. February, 1907, went to 
Los Angeles, Cal., where there was 
a mighty outpouring of the Spirit, and 
more than one thousand had been bap- 
tized in the Spirit. And when I asked 
the workers if every one had spoken 
in tongues, they replied that they had, 
andI will confess that I was dis- 
appointed, as it wovld have been a 
great relief to me if I could have found 
one who had received just what the 
rest did except the tongues, but could 
not. 

On the morning of March 2, 1907, 
God gloriously baptized me in His Holy 
Spirit; and O! how He did speak through 
me in tongues! and if I had any doubt 
left before, as to whether the tongues 
‘were the evidence, I have had any 
since. Futhermore, I have seen scores 


baptized oreven hundreds since that 


time; and every one of them have 
spoken in tongues. Not one has failed, 
Now, reader, suppose you should wit- 
ness seyeral hundred people baptized 
in the Hoty Ghost and hear of many 
hundred more, and that without excep- 


tion, sofar as you knew, they were 
deeply spiritual people, that. is their 
need was no greater than the need of 
others, would it not be very convincing 
to you’ in the face of the fact, that the 
Scripture also, gives this as the sign in 
every case where it mentions what 
really happened when the Spirit fell on 
and baptized people in the days of, the 
Apostles? May God reveal His. will 


‘and plan to us, and give us grace to 


refuse to be. satisfied with anything 
short of it. O let us yield oursetves to 
God and be really filled with the Holy 
Spirit, for what will it. profit us to sim- 
ply claim Him and pass as_ having the 
Spirit when in reality we have Him 
not, and therefore can really know very 
little about Him. For, suchas a sin- 
ner cannot understand regeneration, 
an unbaptized person cannot understand 
the baptism, but when we feel Him 
come in and fiood our souls with His 
life aud love and power and joy and 
peace and rest, and when He takes 
our tongues and speaks with them 
and then continues to abide with us, O! 
itis then that we know that we have 
the Holy Spirit, and it is then we can 
instruct others concerning Him.-Pente- 
costal Testimony.

While I have been having your writ- 
ings in book, as well as magazine form 
tor several years, I must admit that I 


’ have not taken a great deal of time to 


read them carefully, but as I am inter- 
ested in giving the Gospel to my own 
people (the Jews), and as I had no- 
ticed your special (paid) advertise- 
ments in the Yiddish papers about 
your meeting at New York Hippo- 
drome on Snnday, October 9th, under 
tho supposed theme of Zionism, and as 
I had never had the opportunity of 
hearing you personally, L made a spe- 
cial effort to attend that meeting.

EI have just returned from my work 
in the mountains of Tennessee with 
great joyin my soul. 0, it is wonder- 
ful how God is blessing hearts there. 
People are being saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost! The work 
is spreading more this year than ever. 
I have been able to get into two new 
fields where Pentecos} had never be- 
fore reached. Wo worked there with 
great victory and joy. ‘Ihe new church 
house in Tellico Mountains will be ded- 
icated the second Sunday in December. 
The amount given me for the erection 
of this church was thirty-seven dollars, 
($37.00), all of which has been turned 
into the hands of the building commit- 
tee. We are praying that God will 
give us a great outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost on the day of dedication, as we 
are expecting to have the Lord’s Sup- 
per and feet washing. 


We had a lot of clothing which the 
Lord had furnished us, which we car- 
ried to these people in the mountains, 
and O how Gcd did bless us as we put 
them out, and many hearts were made 
glad on account of them. But we are 
made very sad on some occasions. As 
we were coming back through the moun- 
tains to the train we passed a small 
cabin by the wayside. There werea 
number of children in the yard bare- 
footed, bareheaded, and not enough 
clothes on to hide their nakedness. One 
of them knew me, and asked me if I 
hed any clothing to give them, and I 
was bound toreply, ‘‘No, I have just 
disposed of them all.’’ This is only one 
case among many in these mountains. 
Pray that God will enable me to do more 
in supplying the needy ones. The day 
I arrived at Bro. Taylor’s I preached in 
his house, which is a little fourteen foot 
cabin. "We announced that we would 
distribute the goods Monday morning, 
ard by seven‘ o’clock the room was 
filled with people, so we ‘had to carry 
the gooks out into the yard and spread 
them out on boards, and in a short time 
the goods were practically gone. Some 
were so glad to get the goods they 
zould hardly wait. Scme of them said, 
“IT don’t know how I could have clothed 
my children this winter without them.’’ 
A number of the good mothers said 
they had been waiting until I should 
come with the clothing, and a number 
of children were present who were in 
much need of hats, shoes and other 
clothing. I am praying that God will 
touch hearts and supply the great lack 
of this good people. 

Dear reader, if you were here and 
should go with me to the homes of this 
precious people, you would say that the 
half of their great need had not been 
told. Theyneed bedding, such as quilts 
and blankets, clothing for men and wo- 
men, and especially for children. We 
have been praying that God would sup- 
ply us with clothing to keep us in this 
missionary work all this winter. We 
could use now one hunered barrels of 
clothing such as we have mentioned 
among those mountain people! We 
thank God for these goods, and we are 
sure He will bless and reward all His 
faithful children for all the good they 
can do. Any one sending us a box or 
barrel of gods will please put their 
name and address in top of same, so 
that we can acknowledge it.
